Scott,  it  was  nice  to  meet  you  on  Wednesday  the  11th  and  have  the  church’s 
situation  clarified.  Here  are  the  reactions  from  our  board  meeting  held  last 
Thursday,  June  12th. 

The  general  feeling  was  that  NEWS  has  already  made  a big  contribution  to 
Emmanuel  Church  with  the  lighting  and  hanging  equipment.  The  ways  in 
which  we  could  consider  additional  support  to  Emmanuel  are  as  follows: 

1. )  List  Emmanuel  Church  as  the  new  home  of  NEWS  on  our  website 

2. )  Give  gallery  talks  at  coffee  hour  after  the  church  services  on  Sundays 
when  we  are  hosting  an  exhibition.  We  suggest  that  coffee  be  served  in  the 
choir  room  to  assure  us  of  an  adequate  attendance. 

3. )  Invite  the  group  Ethos  to  our  gallery  talks  and  our  demonstrations  on 
Thursdays. 

4. )  Send  our  publicity  notices  to  the  Boston  papers  always  with  the 
statement  that  Emmanuel  Church  is  our  new  home  base.
